IN New York the Board of Aldermen 


are considering a bill to prohibit the use 
of the muffler cut-out on automobiles arul 
motorcycles. 
Such a law has been passed 


in London and many other Huropean cities 
and it U sure to come in thii countrj. 
In- 


deed, there are 
.1 number of 


cities that have already prohibited the 
of the muffler cu'-out between darkness 
and dawn. 


It oufht to b* prohibited tor the entire 


dav for there is no excuse \*h*tever for 
permitting; an,, engine to eirhaust except 
through the muffler. 
It has been asserted 


that cars require a cut-out at timev to avoid 
stalling the motor, but recent experiments 
conducted, by the Automobile Club of 
America show that thi's'i* nnt true. 
It *-.s 


proved that a motor develops just as much 
power when muffled a*, when exhausted di- 
rect from the cylinders. 
Tests made at 


both high and low speed showed the same 
result. There was a narrow ranjte of motor 
speed where the unmuffled motor seemed 
to develop a fraction more power, but this 
advantage vanished as the speed grew 
greater or less. 


But regardless ot whatever trifling gain 


m power there might be in using the cut-out 
the practice should be prohibited by law. 
for it is a source of endless annoyance to 
the public. 
There i> no food reason wh\ 


nifrht should be made hideous b> motorisb 
and motorcyclists—especially the latter— 
u-hnse Chief ioy is to run their machines 
with the mufflers cut out.
